1 he 
reallv im portant argum ent is sim ply that the 
county should not become involved in liquor 
sales. 
It would be very difficult to justiiv 
the expenditure of public recreational funds 
on a barroom, no m atter how “high class 
that 
barroom might be. 
Liquor sales, like liquor 
consum ption, should rem ain a private busi­ 
ness.

Lompoc axis cun be proud and thankful to 
he m em b ers of a community in w hich telon- 
ious crime occurs so seldom.

the dailv chronicle of violence and crim e that 
takes place with dreary m onotony in m etro­ 
politan a reas, the advantages of having one s 
possessions and fam ily in a law-abiding and 
decent com m unity a rt brought 
home 
w ith 
force. 


Sim ilarly, Lcmpocans may' draw reassur­ 
ance from the fact that the hazards 
of 
tire 
produced such a remarkably' 
small 
property 
loss during the vear. 
1 he total loss was little 
more than S i0,000— practically all of thi> be­ 
ing sustained during one school house fire. 
Much of the credit for these excellent re ­ 


cords must be accorded the prevention work 
undertaken by the police and 
fire 
depart­ 
ments, 
T he departm ents spend far more tine* 
attem pting to prevent crim e and prevent fires 
than they do in m aking arrests or answ ering 
fire calls. 
This is the way it should be. for 
once crimes are committed and fires rave de­ 
stroyed tlie dam age is irretrivably done. 


U nfortunately, the public is rarely aw are 
of prevention work. A rrests and fire calls an­ 
swered, in the minds of most people, are the 
m easure of the work done by the police and 
firem en because these are spectacular activities 
that gain a lot of attention. 
In reality, how­ 
ever, the success of u police departm ent m ust 
be reckoned in term s of the num ber of a r­ 
rests made. 
If crim e is ram pant, the ¡x>li< e 
are obviously not doing a good job.

must be measured in term s of losses due to 
fires. 
If the losses are great, then the fire­ 
men have failed.
